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Rules op Order. 



RULES OF ORDER. 



1. After the usual opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall read the 
Minutes of the previous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion shall 
have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member of the 
Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Conference shall 
rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be entitled 
to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all who 
may desire to speak shall have spoken ; nor more than fifteen minutes at a time, 
without leave of the Conference. 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to an ap- 
peal to Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend; but a motion 
to adjourn shall always be in order, and this, as well as a motion to lay on the 
table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon the call 
of any member, such question shall be divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open doors, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Conference. 

11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member who 
may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall be sanc- 
tioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question shall then 
be put. 

13. Each Committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, unless 
the chairman be designated by the Conference or the President in the appoint- 
ment of the Committee. 

14. The members of the Conference shall assemble in the Conference-room 
punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no member shall 
absent himself from the place of Conference session without leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, where charges are preferred against a member of 
Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day of the session, 
that, if it be judged proper, his name may be called, and the case referred to a 
Committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall be subject to arrest of character without 
having been timely furnished, wherever practicable, with a written copy of the 
charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon the call 
of fifteen members. 

18. The roll of the Conference shall not be called in open Conference for the 
purpose of obtaining subscriptions of money from the preachers, except for Con- 
ference expenses, unless it shall be ordered by a three-fourths vote of the mem- 
bers then present and voting. 

19. The printed Minutes of the Conference, including all reports adopted by 
the Conference, officially signed by the President, and edited and attested by the 
Secretary, shall be the official record of its proceedings. 

20. No member who has spoken on a pending motion shall have the right to 
call for the previous question or to move to lay the same on the table.

— The Bishop introduced the following 
visiting brethren to the Conference : Rev. John Mitchell, of the North 
Ohio Conference; James Strong, S. T. D., Professor in Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary; Rev. J. W. Mendenhall, D. D., LL. D., editor of 
the Methodist Review ; Rev. D. McDill, D. D., Professor in the United 
Presbyterian Theoological Seminary, of Xenia ; and Washington 
Gardner, a recent transfer to this Conference. 
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Christian Advocate. — Dr. L. Clark, assistant editor of The 
Christian Advocate , addressed the Conference on the work of that 
paper. 

Drew Theological Seminary. — Dr. Jas. Strong, professor of 
Hebrew Exegesis in Drew Theological Seminary, spoke concerning the 
aims and advantages of that institution. 

Methodist Review. — Dr. Mendenhall then spoke concerning 
the controversies with Higher Criticism, in which the Methodist Quarterly 
Revieiv is now engaged, and presented some of the plans and claims of 
that magazine. 

On motion, Heber D. Ketcham was appointed to canvass the Con- 
ference for subscriptions for the Review. 

Papers Referred. — J. Pearson presented papers from Benj. 
Glascock and J. L. Gregg, and, on motion, they were referred to the 
Board of Conference Stewards. 

The Bishop presented a letter concerning the Freedmen’s Aid and 
Southern Education Society, and it was referred to the Committee on 
Freedmen’s Aid Work. 

On motion, D. J. Starr was excused from to-morrow’s session. 

On motion of F. G. Mitchell, the case of Timothy Wones was re- 
ferred to the Board of Conference Stewards. 

A letter from Adam Miller to W. L. Hypes, concerning his neces- 
sities was referred to the Board of Conference Stewards. 

T. Wones. — G. T. Weaver moved the reconsideration of the 
motion, whereby the case of T. Wones was referred to the Board of 
Conference Stewards, and the motion prevailed. The original motion 
was lost by a count vote of 42 to 52. 

Dr. J. 0. Peck, of the New York East Conference, and Missionary 
Secretary, was introduced, and spoke concerning methods of interest- 
ing the people in the cause of Missions. 

The Twentieth Question. — “Was the Character of each Preacher 
examined ?” was taken up. The character of John Pearson, presiding 
elder of the Cincinnati District, was passed, and he presented his report.

The Committee on Public Worship appointed F. M. Clemans to 
conduct the devotional services to-morrow morning. 

— On motion of J. P. Porter, a select committee 
of fifteen was ordered to try the case of Willis Palmer, against whom 
charges were presented. 

L. F. Van Cleve, A. D. Maddox, and T. J. Harris were announced 
as select council to defend the accused, and S. B. Smith, W. H. 
Sutherland, and M. Dustin were appointed to represent the*Chureh 
in the prosecution of the case. 

On nomination of the Secretary, M. M. Kugler was elected an 
additional Assistant Secretary, and designated to act as Secretary for 
the Court. 

The Bishop appointed J. F. Conrey as chairman of the Court. 

The lecture-room of the First Methodist Episcopal Church was 
selected as the place for the trial. 

F. G. Mitchell presented the names agreed upon by the presiding 
elders to hear the case of Willis Palmer, and they were appointed by 
the Bishop as follows: W. C. Helt, John Vance, Edmund Burdsall,

Delinquent Charges. — The Statistical Secretary and Treasurer 
reported the names of the charges that were delinquent in making 
their statistical and financial reports. 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, all papers in the case were referred 
to the Select Committee. 

Notices were given. The Conference adjourned, with benediction 
by Wm. Herr.

G. W. Dubois read the report of the Special Committee on Dea- 
conness Home and Hospital. After amendment, the report was 
adopted. 

C. W. Barnes read the report of the Committee on Mormonism, and 
it was adopted. 
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C. Wones submitted the report of the Committee on Church Ex- 
tension, and it was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Epworth League was presented 
and read by L. F. Young, and, on motion, it was adopted. 

The Committee on Episcopal Fund offered their report. It was 
read by W. J. Baker, and was adopted. 

J. F. McColm read the report of the Committee on Parsonages. 
It was adopted. 

J. W. Shorten read the report of the Committee on Tracts. It was 
adopted. 

A communication from Brother Charles Hartley, in reply to the 
letter of sympathy sent him by the Conference, was read. 

The Committee on Auditing the Accounts of the Publishing Com- 
mittee, D. J. Starr, Chairman, made a partial report, and were given 
the privilege of completing their report for the Minutes.

J. F. Conrey moved to amend the report by the addition of the 
following resolution, and the amendment prevailed : 

Resolved, That on temperance and prohibition of the saloon liquor- 
traffic, the Cincinnati Annual Conference stands planted squarely 
on the platform of the General Conference, and holds that it is 
“ unalterably opposed to the enactment of laws that propose, by license, 
taxing, or otherwise, to regulate the drink-traffic, because they pro- 
vide for its continuance, and afford no protection against its ravages. 
We hold that the proper attitude of Christians toward this traffic is 
one of uncompromising opposition.” 

The report as amended was then adopted.

The Committee on Church Extension respectfully present the fol- 
lowing report: We rejoice in the continued prosperity of our Church 
Extension work. Ever since its organization, this Society has been a 
blessing to our own denomination, and has helped greatly in advancing 
the Redeemer’s kiugdom throughout our country. From the begin- 
ning, until November 1, 1888, 6,533 Churches have been aided, an 
increase of 507 during the past year. These Churches are appropri- 
ately marked upon the maps which the Society prepares by crosses, 
and it is pleasing to know that in so many places in our land the 
cross of Christ is being held aloft by faithful ministers in Churches 
planted by the Church Extension Society. If it be true that the 
lifting up of Christ will bring a lost world to the knowledge of salva- 
tion, then in supporting this agency we are doing a God-given work.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS. 



Your Committee to whom was referred the paper of the Cincin- 
nati Methodist Preachers’ meeting, respectfully report: 

The paper is a carefully prepared, judicious, and able one. In view 
of its suggestions, we recommend : 

1. That the action of the General Conference of 1888, organizing* 
a Board of Conference Claimants, be amended so as to make it work- 
able in the simplest form, so that each Annual Conference shall have 
custody and distribution of its own funds; i. e., of the funds it raises 
by the Fifth Collection or collection for Conference Claimants. 

2. That Connectional Board have custody and distribution of all 
dividends of the Book Concern profits, and of all legacies and the 
proceeds thereof which may be bequeathed for the support of Confer- 
ence Claimants. 

3. That the amounts needed for the support of Conference Claim- 
ants be apportioned to the several charges of the Annual Conference, 
either by a committee of one from each district appointed by the Con- 
ference from year to year, or by the presiding elders — the said committee 



Conference Claimants — Deaconess Home 
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to meet early in the Conference year, and publish the same in the 
Conference Minutes, so furnishing information to the charges ; and the 
said apportionment shall be of force for each year from and after such 
appointment. 

4. We recommend, wherever practicable, that homes for the desti- 
tute worn-out preachers and the widows and orphans of preachers 
be erected, to be held in trust for that use, either by local trustees or 
by the Trustees of the Cincinnati Conference.

DEACONESS HOME. 

It is doubtful if any other action of the General Conference of 
1888 will so grow in luster as the one that projected the revival of the 
order of Deaconess in the Church. The vast possibilities that it in- 
volves are beyond our present conceptions. It is evident that there 
are in the Churches many holy women who are ready to con- 
secrate their lives to the work laid down in paragraph 207 of the 
Discipline, if they can be assured of maintenance. Too long has 
Rome been allowed a practical monopoly of the humanitarian agencies 
of religion. AVe have beeu so engrossed with the distinctively spir- 
itual part of our mission, that we have largely left the humanities of 
religion to others. The time has fully come in the development of our 
Church life when we should bear our full share in these also. 

Nearly one year ago, God took to himself one of the devoted 
women of Methodism in Cincinnati. For many years she had de- 
lighted in the work of the Ladies’ Home Missionary Society of that 
city, and in other similar lines of work had spent much time and 
money. AVhen this Christ-like work ceased in consequence of her 
being called home to heaven, her husband and children, after much 
reflection and counsel with trusted friends, on the 17th day of No- 
vember, 1888, called to her late residence, 26 Clark Street, a chosen 
number, to whom they unfolded their plans. That day the Elizabeth 
Gamble Deaconess Home was organized, and a Board of Managers was 
selected. The plans presented that day by the Gamble family pro- 
posed, among other things, that they would furnish a commodious house 
for five years for the use of the Home, and also make an annual con- 
tribution of one thousand dollars, for the term of five years, toward 
defraying its expenses. The house, No. 50 York Street, was put in 
the best possible order before it was turned over to the Board of Man- 
agers. The citizens of Cincinnati and vicinity, irrespective of creed 
or nationality, contributed liberally toward its furnishing, and in a few 
weeks, under the untiring labors of Rev. H. C. AVeakley, the Home 
was comfortably and even beautifully furnished. It was formally 
opened with appropriate services at the Home and in York Street 
Church, December 20, 1888. 

The managers were unusually favored by the providence of God 
that, gave to them for a superintendent, Miss Isabella Thoburn, long a 
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missionary in India, under whose care the institution is already doing 
efficient work. 

We commend the present management of the Home, and pledge 
ourselves to co-operate with its Secretary and other officers in all the 
work planned. 

The possibilities of the development of the Deaconess work are seen 
in the fact that a hospital, known as Christ’s Hospital of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, has been established in connection with, and 
as a necessary outgrowth of, the Home. Through the liberality of Mr. 
James N. Gamble, a building has been secured, and provision has 
been been made for caring for a limited number of patients. 

This is but the beginning of what is confidently expected to be a 
far-reaching and most beneficent work. The city of Cincinnati, with 
its 300,000 inhabitants, and its tributary population of 200,000 more, 
has no general hospital under Protestant denominational control. 
Aside from the need of such an institution, which this mere statement 
will suggest, is the fact that our Deaconesses can not find entrance to 
existing institutions to secure the training necessary to fit them for 
their w r ork. So that if the Deaconess work is to measure up to its 
largest possibilities, the hospital must be provided for. The need of 
such a hospital is so evident and so pressing, that if we now make a 
wise and vigorous beginning in the enterprise, we are sure of enlisting 
the sympathies and securing the financial help of the whole Protest- 
ant population of the city and the tributary territory. 

As a Conference, we hereby record our thanks to Almighty God 
for thus graciously guiding in the establishment of this Home and 
Hospital. We also recognize in the contributions of property and 
money and time by our brother, James Gamble, and his children, a 
fitting memorial of his sainted wife and mother, whose life-work is 
thereby perpetuated. 

We request the presiding elders to bring the interests of this Home 
and Hospital before our Quarterly Conferences, aud respectfully re- 
quest each Quarterly Conference to appoint a committee to co-operate 
with the Home in carrying fonvard its good work. 

We hereby designate the first Sunday in December as Hospital 
Sunday, on which day the claims of this institution shall be presented, 
and a collection taken in our congregations. 

We recommend the passage of the following resolutions, adopted 
by the Board of Managers of the Elizabeth Gamble Deaconess Home, 
and the Deaconess Committee of the Central German Conference, at a 
joint meeting held August 23, 1889, at Wiley Hall, Cincinnati, O., 
Dr. L. Nippert, President ; F. E. Barber, Secretary : 

1. That we deem it advisable to have but one Home and Hospital 
for our Methodist Deaconess work in Cincinnati and viciuity. 

2. That the Conference Board of the Central German Conference 
shall have equal rights aud privileges, under paragraph 209 of the 
Discipline, with the Conference Board of the Cincinnati Conference. 

3. That certificates to duly qualified persons, authorizing them to 
perform the duties of Deaconesses, shall be issued to the German- 
speaking Deaconesses by the Board of the Central German Conference, 
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and to the English-speaking Deaconesses by the Board of the Cincin- 
nati Conference. 

4. That Rev. H. C. Weakley be appointed as Financial Secretary 
of the Elizabeth Gamble Deaconess Home, and Superintendent of 
Christ’s Hospital of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

5. That the following Conference Board of Deacbnesses be ap- 
pointed, in accordance with paragraph 209-211 of the Discipline : Rev. 
H. C. Weakley, Rev. J. F. Marlay, Rev. M. M. Kugler, James N. 
Gamble, B. R. Co wen, Henderson Elliott, Mrs. Bishop Walden, Mrs. 
T. H. Pearne, Mrs. W. B. Shattuc.

DIVORCE. 

In the judgment of your Committee, a reaffirmation of the reso- 
lutions adopted by you last year will be a sufficient utterance on the 
subject assigned us, viz. : 

Resolved, 1. That as a Conference and as individual ministers we 
unswervingly stand by the Discipline of our Church, which declares 
that “ no divorce except for adultery shall be regarded by the Church 
as lawful, and no minister shall solemnize marriage in any case where 
there is a divorced wife or husband living ; but this rule shall not be 
applied to the innocent party to a divorce for the cause of adultery, 
nor to divorced parties seeking to be reunited in marriage.” 

Resolved, 2. That we will prudently but emphatically make known 
the attitude of our Church on this subject, and seek to create a healthy 
public sentiment, both by our public and private utterances.

our money on the Ohio Wesleyan University.

EPISCOPAL FUND. 

We, your Committee to whom was referred the assessment against 
the Cincinnati Conference for the support of the Bishops, have had 
the same under consideration, and beg leave to report: 

The apportionment last year upon this Conference for the purpose 
named was $2,318; the entire amount received from all the Confer- 
ences last year, $76,452.70, while the expenditure was $77,731.55 ; 
thus leaving a deficit of $1,278.85. The large addition to the Board 
by the last General Conference has greatly increased the amount 
necessary for their support, which fact, together with the deficit which

is to be provided for, lias so swelled the aggregate amount necessary 
as to enlarge the claim considerably against this Conference. The ap- 
portionment for the ensuing year is $2,356. 

As these officers and ministers have no other means of support, 
and are, like pastors and presiding elders, a department of our min- 
isterial staff engaged in the service of the Church and having the same 
claim for their support, we recommend that this amount be distributed 
among the districts by this Conference, and that the presiding elders 
provide for the apportionment of the same to the several charges, to 
be made a part of the claim against them for “ministerial support;” 
and that it shall be the farther duty of the presiding elders to see 
that, in the settlements made at the Quarterly Conference, the claims 
for the support of Bishops shall be held and recognized as equally 
binding. We recommend the following distribution :

the Epworth League, as a distinct Church organization, will meet the 
above-mentioned requirements, we therefore pledge to it our warmest 
sympathy and most hearty support. 

Remembering that in union there is strength, we rejoice in the recent 
action which has united so many of our young people under one head. 
We trust that the time may soon come when every Church within the 
bounds of our Conference shall be blessed with an Epworth League, an 
organization which has been recommended by the highest authorities of 
our Church. To this end, we would recommend that the presiding 
elders shall bring this question before their several Quarterly Confer- 
ences, and, by such means and measures as may seem to be wise and 
prudent, assist in organizing auxiliaries in each individual Church. 

We would recommend that a Secretary be appointed for each dis- 
trict in the Conference, whose duty it shall be to assist pastors in pro- 
moting the interest of this work. 
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Finally, we would commend to the favor of our pastors and 
Churches, J. W. Weakley, of Walnut Hills, who has been appointed 
Secretary of the Fifth General Conference District, whose duty it is to 
assist in organizing leagues in Ohio and Kentucky.

FINANCE. 

An imperfect or defective plan, well worked, is better than a good 
plan un worked. Steady adherence, or continuous regular working of a 
plan, is indispensable to success. Unanimity by all the charges, in 
financial Church movements, may not be altogether practicable ; but 
so far as it is practicable, its adoption would be greatly productive, 
because in that case the succession of pastors and changes in the 
official Board would not be likely to detract seriously from its efficiency. 

The most successful Missionary Secretary our Church has ever had, 
John P. Durbin, emphasized this idea in all his administration. The 
income of the Society gradually but surely grew with the Churches’ 
growth, and with the continuous working of the plan. 

The history of the Methodist Episcopal Church from the beginning, 
and the financial plan of the Discipline, show that steady, uniform, and 
generally unanimous working of the same plan in each and all charges 
in a Conference, is the typical financial administration. 

1. We recommend that the Disciplinary plan, set forth in para- 
graphs 294, 295, 296, of the Discipline, be adopted in all the charges. 

2. In addition to this, we recommend, (1) That a chart be dis- 
played in some public place in the Church, where each member con- 
tributing shall be designated each month by a red cross as contributing, 
and those not contributing shall be designated by a blank for each 
month of non-contribution. (2) That monthly, quarterly, and annual 
reports be made in the congregation. (3) That special quarterly col- 
lections shall be made, if practicable, from delinquent contributors. 

3. We recommend that each preacher in charge shall preach two 

sermons each year, one on the support of the gospel, and the other on 
Christian giving.

FREEDMEN'S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

The relation of the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education So- 
ciety to the speedy Christianization of our own country is of too vital 
importance to be thought of carelessly by the Church, or treated 
slightly by its ministry. The work of this Society demands our deepest 
and broadest thought ; our most careful and thorough investigation ; 
our highest zeal and best effort ; and appeals to us, both as citizens 
and Christians. 
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The millions of illiterate colored and white people of the South, 
with their poverty, their moral degradation, their rapid increase, and 
holding the right of suffrage in this great Republic, should not only 
alarm the Church, but awaken all the best statesmanship of the nation 
to earnest and immediate effort for their education and Christianiza- 
tion. As well might we expect a healthy, vigorous, and long-lived 
body, with a developing cancer eating into its vitals, poisoning its 
blood, as to expect a strong, prosperous, and permanent nation, with 
millions of illiterate and immoral voters. 

Nor can we, as a Church, hope for a speedy coming of the king- 
dom of Christ, while this growing mass of black and white population 
continues uneducated and unsaved. 

The work of the Society embraces sixteen States of the Union, 
comprising a population of nearly 13,000,000, over ten years of age, 
with more than one and a half millions of illiterate white, and more 
than three millions of illiterate colored people. 

The Society has already planted forty-three schools within these 
sixteen States, having about two hundred and fifty earnest, self-sacri- 
ficing, and efficient Christian teachers. Twelve of these are colleges, 
three for the white and nine for the colored race. A number of 
academies are so located as to become feeders to these great central 
institutions. There are over 7,000 young men and women now in at- 
tendance at these schools. Yet there are extensive scopes of territory, 
densely settled, with doors wide open for the entrance of educational 
and Christian workers. 

The great problem of the Society in its grand mission is that of 
means to carry forward the work. The solution remains for the min- 
istry of the Church, which has the sole opportunity to appeal directly 
to the people for the needed help. 

We therefore recommend that this cause be laid with greater 
weight upon the hearts of all our preachers, and urge that we, as a 
Conference, cheerfully and gratefully accept the opportunity to aid the 
cause by raising our entire apportionment. 

We furthermore recommend that greater care be taken to enlighten 
our people on this subject, and that we secure and use the Sunday 
Service, so ingeniously gotten up, and freely offered to all the pastors.

MORMONISM. 



We understand that the deliverance of your Committee is designed 
for the agitation of the public mind upon the subject of Mormonism, 
that Western communism of many wives and much treason. That such 
agitation is beneficial, is generally acknowledged, and may be further at- 
tested by observing the excellent results of the ponderous pounding and 
punishment administered by your vigorous Committee of last year. In 
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the past twelve months, the Edmunds Law has well-nigh broken up the 
peaceful (?) harems of Mormon life. 

Dr. Leonard, in a recent letter, observes: “Polygamy, that most 
offensive and chief distinguishing feature of Mormonism, still exists ; 
but, like the sale of intoxicating liquors in Iowa and Kansas, it is an 
outlaw, and is practiced only in a clandestine way. No Mormon now 
shelters his plural wives under the same roof or appears in their com- 
pany in public.” 

From a legal or judicial point of view, Mormonism has thus met 
a signal defeat. 

Politically, the Mormon interests are likewise in eclipse, and the 
darkness promises a permanent occultation ; for the recent elections in 
both Ogden and Salt Lake City were carried by the Gentiles. In the 
former city,* the majority was over four hundred, and, singularly 
enough, the Gentile mayor thus elected was a Jew. 

Such is the state of public opinion in the chief centers of the Ter- 
ritory, that open defense of polygamy is no longer blatant and un- 
blushing. 

The condition of our evangelistic work was never better than at 
present, and the educational features are most encouraging. We are 
gratified to learn that the preparatory school at Salt Lake City, repre- 
sented by Dr. Iliff at our last Conference, has been completed, free of 
debt, at a cost of $12,000, and was opened September 2, 1889, with 
very encouraging prospects. 

Ogden, a city of 15,000 people, is the seat of the newly located 
Methodist University of Utah. This institution has a bright future, 
and has already received in grants of lands and money an equivalent 
of $128,200. 

These gratifying items must not lead us to suppose that Mormonism 
is a thing of the past. The arraignment of its lawless spirit can not 
be too severe, and the watchfulness of Christian citizenship can not be 
too close. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That .we improve all opportunities of arousing the public 
thought on this matter. 

2. That we commend with patriotic enthusiasm the efficient en- 
forcement of the Edmunds Law. 

3. That we aid in all possible ways our educational and evangel- 
istic agencies at work in the regions under Mormon domination and in- 
fluence. 

4. That Christian citizenship regards, with equal and intense in- 
dignation, those ecclesiastic organizations which are politically alien, 
whether they center in the gilded pollution of Rome or the unsalted 
slime of the great Salt Lake.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



The perpetual obligation of the Sabbath has many arguments in 
its support. The testimony of physicians, eminent in their profession, 
the results of investigations made by committees of government, cor- 
roborate the experience of observing men, that the nightly recupera- 
tion by sleep is not sufficient rest and relaxation, but that the benefi- 
cence of a loving Creator, who understands physical organisms and 
their imperative needs, provides one day in seven to supplement the 
shorter periods and allow the requisite rest, so that as long as man 
has his present physical organism he needs a Sabbath. 

The Sabbath is also a type ; and a type divinely appointed remains 
until the anti-type appears ; hence we must sanctify the Sabbath till 
the kingdom comes. The basis of “The American Sabbath Union” 
is “the Divine authority and universal and perpetual obligation of 
the Sabbath, as manifested in the constitution of nature ; declared in 
the revealed will of God ; formulated in the Fourth Commandment 
of the moral law ; interpreted and applied by our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ; transferred to the Christian Sabbath or Lord’s-day by 
Christ and the apostles, and approved by its beneficial influence upon 
national life.” 

The General Conference of 1888 took the initiative in the organi- 
zation of this Sabbath Union in response to the following petition : 
“To the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church: 
Dear Fathers and Brethren, — The undersigned earnestly petition you, 
as the representatives of the largest denomination of American Christians, 
to take the initiative in forming a National Sabbath Committee by ap- 
pointing several persons to serve in your behalf on such a Committee, with 
instructions to ask other religious bodies, in your name, to appoint repre- 
sentatives to serve on the same Committee, in order that the invasion of 
our day of rest and worship by the united forces of the liquor-traffic 
and its allies, may be successfully resisted by the united forces of the 
American Christians, in the interest alike of the Church and of the 
Nation, of morality and of liberty.” The Committee on the State of 
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the Church reported favoring the organization of such a body, by in- 
viting all other evangelical denominations to co-operate, and their re- 
port was unanimously adopted. 

We observe with pleasure and gratitude that the United States 
Government, through its Secretary of State, instructed our Minister 
at Paris and the United States Commissioner-General of the Paris 
Exposition to officially recognize the observance of the Sabbath in ac- 
cordance with the laws and customs of the American people. On 
the Continent, without Sunday laws, workmen toil seventy-two hours a 
week ; in the United States they woik not more than sixty. 

The Post-office Department is so arranging the mail service as to 
diminish the amount of work on the Hply Day. We append, for 
convenient reference, the immortal General Order respecting the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath in the army and navy : 

Executive Mansion, I 
"Washington, November 15, 1862. / 

The President, Commander-in-Chief of the army and navy, desires and 
enjoins the orderly observance of the Sabbath by the officers and men in 
the military and naval service. The importance for man and beast of the pre- 
scribed weekly rest, the sacred rights of Christian soldiers and sailors, a becom- 
ing deference to the best sentiment of a Christian people, and a due regard for 
the Divine will, demand that Sunday labor in the army and navy be reduced to 
the measure of strict necessity. 

The discipline and character of the national forces should not suffer, nor the 
cause they defend be imperiled, by the profanation of the day or name of the 
Most High. “At this time of public distress ” — adopting the words of Wash- 
ington in 1776 — “ men may find enough to do in the service of God and their 
country without abandoning themselves to yce and immorality.” The first 
General Order issued by the Father of His Country after the Declaration of In- 
dependence indicates the spirit in which our institutions were founded and 
should ever be defended: “The general hopes and trusts that every officer and 
man will endeavor to live and act as becomes a Christian soldier defending the 
dearest rights and liberties of his country.” Abraham Lincoln. 

The railroads are rearranging their work in such a wav that Sun- 
day labor is being lessened as to hours of service and number of per- 
sons employed. The secular press is less hostile in its attitude to the 
day of rest, and in some instances is silent upon the subject, and in 
others mildly favorable to the movement for the observance of the 
day. Now, if the Church be true to herself; and will remember the 
day beforehand, and so order all worldly business as that it may sea- 
sonably be laid aside, and the whole day be given up not only to holy 
cessation from all unnecessary labor, and abstaining from all pastimes, 
from all secular reading and worldly words and thoughts (Is. lviii, 13, 14), 
and be devoted to the public and private worship of God, then may we 
hope for prosperity in the Church and in the Nation. We recognize 
with devout thanksgiving the success attending the efforts of the friends 
of law and order in closing saloons in our metropolitan city, and are 
thankful for the resultant which causes other traffic to cease on the 
Sabbath. 

1. Resolved, That we hereby indorse the petitions to the two Houses 
of Congress prepared by “The American Sabbath Union,” asking for 
a law against needless Sunday work in the government’s mail and 
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military service, and in interstate commerce, and in the District of Co- 
lumbia and the Territories, and that we authorize the Conference Sec- 
retary to sign the two petitions in our behalf. 

2. Resolved, That we recommend that this petition for a Sunday- 
rest Bill be presented to each congregation in this Conference for signa- 
tures, aud, when signed, be sent according to the directions printed thereon. 

3. Resolved, That we earnestly request the co-operation, by influence, 
social status, and financial aid, of the congregations in every movement 
in each community that leads to a better observance of the Sabbath. 

4. Resolved , That we reaffirm the action of last year as follows: 
“ That as ministers of the gospel we will do all we can, in public and 
in private, to uphold and enforce the sanctity and necessity of the Sab- 
bath ; that we will set our faces against opening of art-halls and fairs, 
and all places of amusement and entertainment, on the Sabbath, as a 
violation of Gods law ; that we will discourage, by precept and example, 
all traveling on that day for convenience or pleasure ; and that we 
recommend to those in charge of camp-meetings that they close the 
gates on the Sabbath.”

SUNDAY-SCHOOL CAUSE. 



We rejoice in the fact that the Sabbath-school cause prospers under 
the fostering care of God, and that from its ranks additions are being 
continually made to the working forces of the Church. The reports 
of last year show that two thousand nine hundred and thirty-three 
were converted and added to the Church within the bounds of our 
Conference. The leaven is working, and God is using the Sunday- 
school as an efficient agency through which to reach our children and 
bring them to himself. 

We regret that so many of the adult members of the Church 
habitually absent themselves from our Sunday-schools. The Sunday 
newspaper presents such strong attractions as to keep many of our 
older people away from the Sunday-school. Let us urge a more gen- 
eral attendance upon the part of our people, and say to them, the 
motto of a true Methodist is, Come ; not Go. 

We regard the Church and Sunday-school as one, and their interests 
as identical, and deem it wise to teach loyalty to the Church, a love 
for its institutions, and a knowledge of its doctrines. To accomplish 
this end, we believe it advisable: First, To see to it that none but those 
whose hearts burn with love to God and the Church are placed in 
charge of schools and classes; Second, That the lesson helps and 
catechism published by our Book Concern, be used to the exclusioh of 
all other publications, however cheap ; Third, That a copy of the 
Bible be placed in the hands of every teacher and scholar, to be used 
as a text-book, and not as a book of reference only ; and, Fowih, 
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That hymns and songs full of the theme of salvation and the theology 
of the Church be used. 

We trust that the time is near at hand when every Sunday-school 
in our Conference will contribute systematically to the benevolences of 
the Church. To accomplish this, organization is necessary; and as our 
Discipline contains the best plan of organization within our knowl- 
edge, we will use all possible effort to have it adopted and utilized in 
the Sunday-school work. 

The Sunday-school Union of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
merits and demands our thought and hearty co-operation. We ask 
that its claims be remembered, and that the Committee on Public Wor- 
ship, next year, be requested to arrange for an anniversary service in 
the interests of this work.

TEMPERANCE. 



A “report” in the terminology of a Methodist Conference is not 
an argument, not an array of evidence, but the voicing of an opinion, 
the affirmation of a purpose. We do not presume that the following 
report voices the entire opinion of every member of this body. We 
have sought to express so much of our opinion as we could reasonably 
suppose would meet with substantial agreement. 

The liquor-traffic, the organized temptation, corrupter of politics, 
subsidizer of the press, the anti-industry, is not only the obstruction 
to further progress, but the standiug threat to that already attained. 
This mercenary commerce is not subject to law, neither indeed can be. 
Aggressive, arrogant, with vast resources, insatiable thirst for power, 
it is the supreme menace to the Nation. Its abolition is a political and 
moral necessity. 

Intemperance is “ the moral ulcer of the Teutonic races,” of which 
the drink-factory and its corollary, the saloon, are the cause. The 
only philosophic method is the removal of the cause. It is our pur- 
pose not to be diverted by side issues, or to have this strategic point 
obscured. We are for National and State constitutional prohibition 
of the manufacture and traffic in intoxicating liquors. At the same 
time “ believing that one of the most important methods for promoting 
temperance is to enforce law, we call upon our people everywhere, 
without distinction of party, to lend their efforts for the faithful ad- 
ministration of the restrictive, suppressive, and prohibitory feature of 
existing liquor laws.” (Discipline, p. 353.) 

Though in this apocalyptic Armageddon the moral and religious 
forces have been hard pressed of late, we are persuaded that 

“ This seeming triumph . . . 

Lasts but a little hour 

and we note with pleasure the ground already securely won. 
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(1) The decision of the Supreme Court of the United States upon 
the constitutionality of prohibitory law furnishes an immovable foun- 
dation for the prohibitory superstructure of the future. 

(2) Woman’s influence, intuitively correct and irresistible, is en- 
listed for this reform as for no other. 

(3) The substanial progress of scientific temperance education in 
the public schools. 

(4) The unequivocal position of every considerable ecclesiastical 
denomination, as witnessed in the most recent deliverances. 

(5) In the past decade, in thirteen States and one Territory, up- 
wards of one and a half million (1,566,268) votes have been cast for 
constitutional prohibition. (Official figures.) 

(6) The substantial success of prohibition in Maine, Iowa, and 
Kansas, to the success of which in the latter State a United States 
senator sets his seal in the following language: “Kansas has abol- 
ished the saloon. The open dram-shop traffic is as extinct as the 
sale of indulgences. A drunkard is a phenomenon. The bar-keeper 
has joined the troubadour, the crusader, and the mound-builder. The 
brewery, the distillery, and the bonded warehouse are known only to 
the archaeologist.” (Senator Ingalls : Forum, August, 1889.) 

In these indisputable facts we discern at least the beginning of the 
end of the alcoholic evil, and we believe that every friend of humanity 
should now enlist and push the battle to a close. 

We record our gratification at the vindication of law, in the swift sup- 
pression of the saloon-keepers’ revolt in the metropolitan city of our Con- 
ference. We convey our greetings to the authorities and public-spirited 
citizens who achieved a bloodless but signal victory. What has been done 
can be done. The saloons of any city on this continent can be dosed. 

We petition our law-makers to give the additional legislation needed, 
to enlarge the scope of the Dow Law, and to change local prohibition 
from a fiction to a fact. 

Recognizing the extreme peril of our youth, who may be easily con- 
sumed for lack of knowledge, we will urge the observance of the Quar- 
terly Temperance lesson in our Sunday-schools, the introduction of 
judicious temperance literature into our Sunday-school libraries, and 
will strive to promote the cause of Scientific Temperance instruction in 
our public schools. 

We note with profound satisfaction the advanced spirit and action 
of our beloved denomination, as evinced in our historic General Rule 
and paragraph 276, Appendix to Discipline, pages 349-360, inclusive, 
which we deem so comprehensive of the subject as to be worthy the 
special attention of every layman as well as minister. 

We deem it the duty of the General Government to take imme- 
diate cognizance of the awful ruin being wrought by the exportation 
of alcoholic liquors to districts recently opened to commerce. National 
prohibition of the manufacture and traffic in intoxicants would put an 
end to America’s shameful participation in the inhuman wholesale de- 
struction of native tribes. We lament that the Berlin Conference, in 
which the United States was represented, failed to protect the empire 
which it created against the encroachments of the enslaving trade. 
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“ The Executive department should at once open correspondence with 
every foreign power concerned, with a view to changing the status 
established by the Conference of Berlin. The Legislative department 
should take still more radical action by prohibiting the exportation of 
spirits to Africa, by declaring the trade to be a curse, like piracy, to be 
extirpated by force.” (Senator Blair.) 

To Mrs. Eliza J. Thompson, the instaurator and most eminent 
living exponent of woman’s influence in this reform, this Conference, 
within whose boundaries she resides, sends its greetings. Nor can we 
find more apt expression than in the language of a United States sen- 
ator, when he exclaims: “ O, Mother of the Woman’s Crusade! But 
one mother ever bore greater blessing to this heart-broken world.” 

To the friends of humanity, one and all, the patient and judicious 
toilers in this great reform, Greeting! To them we pledge our co-oper- 
ation in efforts to reform the inebriate, and lead men to a life of total 
abstinence. 

Resolved, That on temperance and the prohibition of the liquor- 
traffic, the Cincinnati Annual Conference stands planted squarely on 
the platform of the General Conference ; and “ holds that we are un- 
alterably opposed to the enactment of laws that propose, by license, 
taxing, or otherwise, to regulate the drink-traffic, because they provide 
for its continuance, and afford no protection against its ravages. We 
hold that the proper attitude of Christians toward this traffic is one of 
uncompromising opposition.”

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Rev. J. H. Bayliss, D. D., LL. D. 

Jeremiah H. Bayliss, D. D., LL. D., was born at Wednesbury, England, 
December 20, 1835, and went borne to heaven from Bay City, Mich., August 
14, 1889. When two years of age, his parents came to this country and located 
in Western New York. In the death of his mother, when nine years of age, 
he met the greatest loss that can come to a child. Although the mother’s stay 
with her child was brief, yet her hallowed influence never left him. He cher- 
ished the tenderest recollections of her beautiful character and life, and referred 
to her as the inspiration to his best purposes and efforts. His boyhood was 
spent in earnest struggles preparatory to manhood. He took a lively interest 
in the Church of his neighborhood, and did what he could for her prosperity. 
When a boy he acted as sexton, and shortly before his death re-dedicated a 
beautiful house of worship erected on the old site by the same society. He 
preferred in early life to be a doorkeeper in the house 6f God, rather than to 
dwell in the tents of wickedness; and he never, to the day of his death, lost his 
relish for God’s house and its service. He was converted at the age of 
eighteen, soon after was called to the Christian ministry, and then consecrated 
heart and life to a thorough preparation for its great work. By his own efforts, 
largely, he sustained himself in the seminary and college, until he reached the 
junior year, when he was compelled, by impaired health, to postpone the com- 
pletion of the full course of study to a later day, which he afterwards accom- 
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plished, and was rewarded for his application and perseverance with the honors 
of the college. He received the honorary degree of D. D. in 1873, at the Ohio 
Wesleyan University, and that of LL. D. at Albion, Mich., in 1887. 

In 1857 he was received on trial in the Genesee Conference, and preached 
two years on the Boston Circuit. In 1859 he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Simpson, and was united in marriage to Sarah Ann Britton, who filled bis home 
with sunshine, sustained and cheered him in his work, and who, with her family 
of five children, deeply mourn the great loss which they have sustained. The 
next two years he preached in Attica, and in 1861 was ordained elder by 
Bishop Ames. Then he spent two years at Cuba, two at Warsaw, and one at 
Perry. In 1866 he was transferred to the Rock River Conference, and sta- 
tioned at Park Avenue Church, where he remained three years. In 1869 he 
was appointed to Trinity, Chicago, where he preached two years. In 1871 he 
was transferred to South-east Indiana Conference, and appointed to Roberts 
Park Church, Indianapolis. In 1874 he was stationed at Trinity Church, of 
the same city, and remained three years. In 1877 he was reappointed to Rob- 
erts Park, and during the year 1878 made an extended tour in foreign lands. 
In 1879 he was transferred to the Detroit Conference, and stationed at Cen- 
tral Church, and continued there three years. In 1882 he was transferred to 
the Cincinnati Conference, and stationed at Walnut Hills. In 1884 he was 
elected editor of the Western Christian Advocate , and in 1888 was re-elected 
by the remarkably large vote of 341 out of 381 votes. 

Dr. Bayliss was a delegate to the General Conferences of 1874 and of 1888, 
in which he honored the conferences that sent him, and distinguished himself 
as an able debater and a wise legislator. He was a member of the Committee 
on the Revision of the Methodist Hymn book, on which he rendered most val- 
uable and appreciated service. 

Dr. Bayliss regarded his true life-work to be that of the Christian ministry, 
and to this mission he devoted himself with signal ability and success in all his 
appointments, winning souls to Christ, edifying believers, and defending the 
truth as it is in Jesus. 

As editor of the Western Christian Advocate he achieved distinction. 
The paper, under his care, was high-toned instructive, and influential. It con- 
demned with merited severity the sins of the day, bribery, Sabbath-bveaking, 
the manufacture, sale, and use of intoxicating drinks, and encouraged and 
aided enterprises calculated to improve society and elevate the morals of the 
people. He wrote with great facility and force, each year increasing his ability 
as a thinker and writer. His style was clear, strong, and direct, less distin- 
guished for its rhetorical beauty than for its logical and convincing power. 

He cherished a deep interest in the benevolent enterprises of the Church, 
and rendered in their behalf valuable assistance by pen, speech, and purse. 
He was a member of the Executive Committee of the Freedmen’s Aid Society, 
and defended its policy on the color question with courage and ability, and elo- 
quently advocated the interests of this grand enterprise of the Church. 

Dr. Bayliss had for months felt that he could not live long, and had so 
spoken to intimate friends ; yet he could not have realized how near the end 
was. He desired to live not for self, but for Christ and humanity. He said : 
“I do not want to die yet; there are many things to be done for God and the 
Church that I want to help about before I close my work; but God knows best, 
and I can trust him.” At another time he said: “I trust him; strength and 
courage will come with the crisis.” He said, in answer to a question of Dr. 
Potts, that the faith he had preached was the faith he had received and applied 
to his own life, and in it he could rest with assurance, come what would. Dr. 
Bayliss was not afraid of death. His experience of the new birth, assurance of 
sonship, unwavering confidence in God’s eternal truth and love, would not 
allow timidity to take possession of his soul. Yet he was no boaster. He saw 
the steady approach of death. The vastness of the responsibility of appearing 
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before God, and of rendering an account of opportunities enjoyed, of talents 
unemployed, of property unappropriated or misappropriated, of good neglected 
or evil wrought, caused him to think profoundly, to subject his faith to the se- 
verest tests, and place himself most firmly and confidingly upon the Rock of 
Ages, the only foundation that can never be moved. His re-examination of 
the old foundations, his confidence in a personal trust in the blood of the Lamb, 
and the word of his testimony, enabled him to await calmly, peacefully, cour- 
ageously, almost triumphantly, the coming of the great event, not as the coming 
of an enemy, but as the coming of his Christ and Lord. The topic of his last 
address was holiness, the favorite theme of the good minister of Christ, and his 
last public utterance was: “Of heaven there is no doubt.” May not his 
brethren in the ministry, companions in arms, add: “Of his entrance into that 
blessed world there is also no doubt?” 

“ Serva»t of God, well done ! 

Thy glorious warfare ’s past;

Rev. Ephraim M. Cole. 

Ephraim Mitchel Cole was born near West Union, Adams County, Ohio, 
May 21, 1821, and died at the home of his son, near Georgetown, Brown 
County, Ohio, June 29, 1889, aged sixty eight years. 

When starting in life he chose the law as his profession. He was admitted 
to, and practiced at. the West Union bar for about five years. He was happily 
converted to God, in March, 1844, and soon after was profoundly conscious that 
God called him to the gospel ministry. After a long struggle between his con- 
victions of duty and his desire to follow the law, he yielded to the divine call, 
and entered the Kentucky Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in 1850. In that conference he spent fifteen years of his ministry, fill- 
ing the best appointments in the gift of the conference. In 1805 he was one of 
eighteen who left the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and united with the 
Kentucky Conference of the Methodist. Episcopal Church. He was appointed 
presiding elder, and traveled his district for three years, when he was trans- 
ferred to the Kansas Conference, where he remained some two or three years, 
but was forced to return to Ohio on account of the affliction of his wife. He 
entered the Cincinnati Conference in 1878, and was appointed to Sinking 
Springs; 1874, to Bowersville; 1875, to Sardinia; 187G-78, to Winchester; 1879, to 
Lynchburg; 1880-81, to Feesburg; 1882, to Bantam. This was his last appoint- 
ment. At the following conference, on account of failing health, he took a su- 
perannuated relation, and so remained until his death. 

Brother Cole, in the days of his vigorous manhood, was a preacher of 
marked ability, and many souls were won to Christ and the Church through his 
earnest and faithful ministry. He was a man of intense conviction, and in 
every moral conflict was on the side of God and the right. A friend says 
of him : “ He had the courage of a hero, coupled with the sympathetic tender- 
ness of a woman.” His religious experience was clear and joyous. His sis- 
ter writes: “In 1873 or ’74, while he was stopping with me, he received the 
blessing of perfect love. One night, after family prayers, he was enabled by 
faith to accept Christ as a complete Savior, and, with tears of joy, praise 
him for such unbounded love. He always loved his calling, but now he 
seemed to get a new inspiration. When leaving our house for his work, he 
said to me: ' 0, am I not going to preach a glorious gospel, a perfect and com- 
plete salvation from all sin!’ This was his constant theme.” 
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During the closing years of his life he was greatly afflicted, paralysis 
having weakened both body and mind, and the once strong man was bowed 
beneath the burden of accumulating infirmities, until he dropped his weari- 
ness into the grave, and passed on to rest and life eternal.

Rev. Jeremiah B. Ellsworth. 

Ret. J. B. Ellsworth was born in Clarke County, Ohio, November 27, 
1809, and died of paralysis, after twenty-four hours’ illness, at his home in 
Xenia, Ohio, April HO, 1889. He was the subject of deep religious impres- 
sions from his very early childhood. The atmosphere of his home was redo- 
lent with the incense of prayer and praise which ascended from the family 
altar morning and night. He was not only consecrated to God in infancy 
by baptism, but was trained up carefully in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord by deeply pious parents, who also led him to the sanctuary and the 
Sabbath-school, and took pains to instill into his mind a love for the courts 
of the Lord’s house. He was powerfully convicted of sin while yet a mere 
child, under the prayers and exhortations of his grandfather, Moses Ellsworth, 
in the Sunday-school at South Charleston, near his father’s home. Of his im- 
pressions of some of the pioneer preachers of Methodism, he speaks thus in 
his diary: “Well do I remember John Collins, with his silvery, sweet, sympa- 
thetic voice, and the effect of a sermon I heard him deliver on the parable of 
the ‘Prodigal Son.’ Also Russel Bigelow, as I once heard him discourse on 
‘ The scepter shall not depart from Judah, nor a lawgiver from beneath his 
feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him shall the gathering of the people be.’ 
With his great, colossal arguments in favor of Christianity, he would sweep 
away every prop of the unbeliever, lay the foundation-stone, which is Christ, 
and then build thereon a great pyramid of truth, and, standing on the topmost 
stone, cry: ‘And I, if I be lifted up, will draw all men unto me!’ While thus 
proclaiming salvation through Jesus Christ, his congregation would in- 
voluntarily find themselves on their feet, gazing at the cross in tears and 
with sobs/’ 

Under the preaching of such men the Spirit strove with him again and 
again; but the impression which was strongly made upon his mind, even in 
childhood, that God had a work for him to do in the ministry, restrained him 
from making a public profession of his faith in Christ. Finally, however, at. a 
camp meeting held in June, 1886, near his father s house, by Rev. W. H. Ra- 
per, he united with the Church, having a short time previously found peace in 
believing. Soon after the impression that he must preach was greatly intensi- 
fied, and he was in deep distress. Being naturally timid and retiring in his dis- 
position, he felt that he could never undertake so great and responsible an 
office. And now came a serious illness. His life was despaired of by friends 
and physicians. For a fortnight or longer his spirit seemed to hover on the con- 
fines of the eternal world. “ One day,” I quote from his diary, “ I came out 
of my unconscious state to hear the voice of prayer in my room. I soon recog- 
nized the voice and language of Rev. Michael Marlay, our pastor, praying for 
my recovery. I listened with interest to that wonderful prayer of faith, offered 
in my behalf, and I felt and realized that the prayer was answered.” The con- 
viction now grew so strong that God had certainly called him to the work of 
the ministry, that he dared not longer resist the conviction. He was accord- 
ingly licensed to exhort by the leaders’ meeting of South Charleston, Spring- 
field Circuit, Ohio Conference, on the 7th of January, 1837. In May of the 
following year he was licensed to preach, and admitted on trial in the Ohio 
Conference at the session held in Columbus in the fall of 1838. He served the 
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following charges: West Milton, Jamestown, Marysville, WilmiDgton, Meehan- 
icsburg, Franklin, Germantown, Clarksville, Goshen, Union, New Carlisle, 
Miami, McKendree (Cincinnati), Lockland, Goshen (second term), Fremont, 
Jamestown (second term), New Burlington, Camden, Concord, Gaddis Chapel 
(Dayton), Seven Mile, Brandt, Addison, Gordon, and Oldtown. 

In 1844 he was married to Miss Catharine Keagey, eldest daughter of 
Henry and Sarah Keagey, of Lebanon, “ who,” as he wrote in his diary only 
a few months before his death, “in all the years of our itinerant life-work has 
been a good and faithful helpmate indeed. How much of my success in the 
ministry is due to her faithful labors and hearty co-operation eternity alone can 
reveal.” Six children were born to them, three of whom died in infancy. The 
others are married, and settled in homes of their own. 

Brother Ellsworth’s ministerial life covered one-half of the century, on the 
anniversary of which — April .‘50th — he died. He was a man of blameless life. 
No one, perhaps, ever succeeded more completely in living with a conscience 
void of offense toward God and all mankind. His tender and sensitive nature, 
and his almost morbid conscientiousness, led him to abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil, and to live constantly with that careful circumspection which dis- 
arms criticism. He won all hearts by gentleness, modesty, kindness, good- 
ness. His religion was of the kind that shines rather than utters a loud 
report. It made him a cheerful companion in the social circle, a happy hus- 
band and father in the midst of his family, and an “Israelite in whom there 
was no guile’ in the midst of a crooked and perverse generation. It may be 
doubted if ever, in the fifty years of his ministry, he uttered an uncharitable 
word, or pronounced a harsh judgment on one of his brethren. It probably 
falls to the lot of few men to live fourscore years in this world, almost con- 
stantly before the public, and speak fewer words which “dying they would wish 
to blot.” He was a soundly Wesleyan preacher. His theological library was 
not large, but it was carefully selected and thoroughly studied. Even down to 
old age he retained his intense relish for the works of Wesley and Fletcher 
and Watson. In the pulpit, with a tremulous, sympathetic voice, he never 
failed to command a hearing. Dignified in manner, chaste in style, and gifted 
greatly as a singer, in his early ministry he possessed many elements of the 
successful preacher. He was a faithful, laborious pastor. The additions to the 
Church, through his ministry, were numbered by thousands; for seldom, if ever, 
did he fail to secure a quickening of believers and the conversion of sinners 
on the charges he served. His success was due as largely, no doubt, to his 
tireless work among the people in their homes as to his ministrations in the 
pulpit. 

Brother Ellsworth’s health was so broken by the incessant labors and con- 
stant exposures of his long itinerant life, that he was compelled, reluctantly, 
about ten years ago, to retire from the effective ranks, and for several years he 
resided in the city of Dayton. A few years ago he removed to Xenia, which 
has since been his home. On Easter Sunday he was at Church for the last 
time, and it was observed by the congregation how greatly he seemed to enjoy 
the hymns and the discourse, on the theme uhich never failed to stir his 
soul — the resurrection. On Monday evening, April 29th, sitting by his fire- 
side, in company with his wife, the summons came suddenly. Prostrated by a 
stroke of paralysis, he was rendered unconscious, and gradually grew worse 
until the afternoon on the following day, when he fell asleep in Jesus. The 
funeral services, on Thursday, May 2d, at the First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Xenia, were attended by a large number of his ministerial brethren. The re- 
marks of Dr. Herr, and of Dr. Pearne, Dr. Leonard, and Dr. R. H. Rust, for- 
mer pastors in Dayton, were peculiarly happy and touching. Their addresses, 
interspersed with songs of heaven, conspired to make the occasion more like 
the celebration of a victor’s triumph than a time for tears and lamentations.

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Rev. Charles Wesley Ketcham, D. D. 

Charles Wesley Ketcham was born in Hebron, Washington County, 
N. Y., on the 18th of May, 1830, and died, gently as a wave dies upon a quiet 
shore, on the 13th of May, 1889. He was left fatherless when about two 
years old, and three years later came with his mother to reside in Chesterville, 
Morrow County, Ohio. In his boyhood he worked on a farm, attending the 
neighboring public schools as opportunity served. He worked for one year in 
a tannery, and spent two years acquiring the trade of blacksmith. At the age 
of twenty-one he entered the Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware. His plan 
for his life-work may be conjectured by the fact that he selected what was then 
known as the Biblical Course. Completing that curriculum in three years, he 
graduated in 1854. His zeal for education and his indomitable perseverance 
were manifested by the fact that he supported himself through his school life. 

He was married, September 5, 1854, to Miss Mary D. Parkison, who for 
nearly thirty-five years was the sympathetic sharer with him in his social, do- 
mestic, and ministerial life, of his sorrows and successes, and is left, with their 
five children, to mourn his departure. 

Two weeks after his marriage his mother died, and one week after that he 
was recieved on trial in the North Ohio Conference He served one year on 
Cardington Circuit. The Conference was divided in 1855, and by that division 
he became a member of the Central Ohio Conference, in which his appoint 
ments were: Little Sandusky and Wyandot, 1855-56; Kenton, 1857-58; Sid- 
ney, 1859-60; Bellefontaine, 1861; Chaplain of the 96th Regiment 0. V. 1., 
1862; Toledo, First Church, 1863-65. At the session of the Cincinnati Con- 
ference held in Ripley in 1866, Bishop Thomson presiding, he was transferred 
to this Conference, and stationed at Morris Chapel, Cincinnati. He served the 
full pastoral term of three years, during which he was abundant in labors, se- 
curing subscriptions for the building of the present St. Paul Church. He was 
stationed at Asbury Chapel for the conference years 1869-71; at Central 
Church, Springfield, 1872-73; presiding elder of West Cincinnati District for 
four years; Christie Chapel, 1878-79; Central Church, Springfield, 1880—82 ; 
Hillsboro, 1883-85; presiding elder of Cincinnati District, embracing the 
whole city and immediate suburbs, 1886-88. 

In the early part of this Conference year he was compelled to cease work, 
but after a few weeks he rallied and resumed his labors ; but the season of his 
activity was short, and under the advice of his physicians he turned aside to 
the quiet and rest of his home, hoping for the restoration he desired ; but the 
days grew into weary, wasting months, till he turned aside to die, another of the 
long list of victims of the slaveholders’ rebellion. His disease was gastritis, 
contracted in the siege of Vicksburg. The surgeon told him then that he must 
go home or die. He turned home with reluctant feet, bearing the disorder which 
was to abide with him through the lingering years till death should claim him. 

He talked with quiet assurance of* his trust in the Savior, and of his res- 
ignation to the will of God. He said that his temporal affairs were all adjusted, 
and that his spiritual relations to God were satisfactory and full of comfort, his 
only hope being in the atonement of Christ 

As death drew nearer, the absent daughter was sent for. She came, with 
her husband and their babe. The dying man looked upon the complete family 
group, greeted them affectionately, and said: “I have seen you all. I can now 
depart in peace.” 

His very latest official act was the baptism of the grandchild who was 
brought from New York to receive his blessing. The ritual was read by the 
sobs and son-in-law, the three being ministers in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. One of the sons guided the wavering hand of the departing one, and 
the sealing water from the ancestral hand witnessed the right of another child 
of the covenant, and the hesitating lips said: “William Ketcham, I baptize

thee in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. The 
Lord bless, preserve, and keep thee unto everlasting life.” A little later he 
said : “ Now let us have prayers and go to bed.” Earth might fade away, and 
death might be consciously near, but the family altar must abide. One of the 
sons conducted the devotions. A delirious night followed, in which there was 
mention of the charges in the district that the Shepherd was carrying in his bosom. 
About ten o’clock Monday morning the end came, and a pure, manly, Christian 
spirit passed from the communion of the Church on earth to the communion and 
fellowship of the Church triumphant in heaven. His purity was the result of a 
generous nature, of liberal culture, and especially of refining grace divine. 

We have this testimony from one who was acquainted with him for thirty- 
eight years, his friend, Rev. C. A. Van Anda, D. D. : “I first saw Charles W. 
Ketcham at a quarterly-meeting held at Sparta, on Chesterville Circuit, perhaps 
in the year 1851. From that moment I loved him. His ruddy complexion, 
his countenance, expressive of intellectual force and of sweetness of spirit, 
awakened a desire for a close acquaintance with him. I knew him intimately 
through his college life. Ketcham, Lyon, and Van Anda were bosom friends 
for the most of that time. We began Latin, Greek, and Hebrew together. He 
was emphatically a conscientious student. He knew no substitute for honest 
work. He did his own thinking, and expressed his thoughts in his own lan- 
guage. I was a member of the same literary society with him, and from the 
first was surprised at the fluency and propriety of his language in all his ad- 
dresses. Whether in composition or debate, his style was always thoughtful, 
dignified, and fearless. Even at that early day he had convictions which be- 
trayed previous examination on moral questions. ... I think I knew his 
religious views, experience, and life most thoroughly, and I do not hesitate to 
say that in these respects I regarded him as well-nigh faultless. He was one of 
the purest, most chaste, and morally beautiful men of all my acquaintance. 
He seemed to me at that early day to possess a maturity of Christian ex- 
perience beyond any person I had met of his age. I rejoice that his chil- 
dren will continue to preach the gospel so dear to him. I hope to join him in 
worship and study and eternal joy. Heaven is richer to me because he is there.” 

Unpretending in manner, he was a genial friend; deliberate in thought, he 
was a prudent counselor ; a careful student of human nature and familiar with 
the doctrine, discipline, and usages of his Church, his advice and decisions 
commanded respect. He received the degrees of A. M. and D. D. from the 
Ohio Wesleyan University, his Alma Mater. He was a trustee of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, by General Conference action ; he was President of the Cin- 
cinnati Conference Missionary Society up to the time of his death through a 
long series of years; he was President of the Conference Educational Society 
the last three years, and was serving his third year as presiding elder of the 
Cincinnati District. 

As a preacher he had a clear experience, beginning at his conversion at 
the age of nine years, when the quiet of .his nature was broken in the raptur- 
ous shouts of gladness as he came into the light of the kingdom. Thence on 
he was a growing Christian. He was clear in his expositions, incisive in his 
appeals, correct in his doctrinal statements, tender in exhortation, and Christ- 
like in spirit He was a faithful pastor, full of sympathy, especially for the 
afflicted, the aged, and the poor. His children are all worthy members of the 
Church. The oldest sons, Revs. Merrick E. and Heber D., are members of this 
Conference. His elder daughter, Lulah, is the wife of Rev. William Anderson, 
of New York. His youngest son and namesake is in business in Covington, 
Ky., and the younger daughter, Mary, is with her mother. 

The funeral service at the Walnut Hills Church was attended by Bishops 
Walden and Goodsell, five presiding elders, the resident General Conference of- 
ficers, and fifty pastors. 

His body, somewhat emaciated, yet so life-like that we who saw his look in 
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death “ no more need fear to die," sleeps in the beautiful Spring Grove Cemetery, 
awaiting the resurrection of the just His blood- washed spirit in the mansions 
above is at home for evermore. We may say reverently and lovingly of this 
later child of God, as the Father spake of the first from earth to enter heaven : 
“He being dead yet speaketh.” Sylvester Weeks. 



Rev. William Mahon. 

William, son of John and Sarah Mahon, was born in Tyrrell’s Pass, 
County of West Meath, Ireland, August 13, 1836. At the age of thirteen, with 
his parents and their family, he emigrated to this country, and for five years 
lived near Xenia, 0. In 1854 the family moved to near Ottumwa, Wapello 
County, Iowa, where the parents died. Here, in his twentieth year, Brother 
Mahon was converted, and at once united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, of which his parents had been faithful members for many years. It 
was not long until he felt the call to the ministry ; but as his life had been 
spent upon a farm, with no scholastic privileges save as the ordinary country 
district school afforded, he felt, as far as literary qualifications were concerned, 
that he was unfit for the work to which he had been called; but being endowed 
with a sound body, a keen, quick, grasping mind, and a very retentive memory, he 
spent one year in hard study, and then in 1859 was received on trial by the Iowa 
Conference. His appointments were : 1859, Attica ; ’60, Floris ; ’61, Blakesburg. 

During this year, the war having begun, Brother Mahon felt it his duty to 
help defend his adopted country ; therefore, at the session of his conference in 
1862 he located, and at once enlisted as a private, but was soon commissioned 
as captain of Company E, in the 36th Iowa Volunteers. After more than 
two years of active service at the front he was stricken down by disease, and 
sent North to one of the hospitals in Cincinnati. After he became convales- 
cent, he was appointed commander of McLean Barracks in Cincinnati, a posi- 
tion he occupied until the close of the war, when, with his regiment, he was 
mustered out at Davenport, la. He desired to at once re-enter the ministry ; 
but being ruined in health, and suffering from a gunshot wound in one foot, 
that prevented him from doing effective service, was forced to choose some 
other occupation. He soon returned to Cincinnati, and entered the office of a 
real estate agent, where, being a fine scribe, he found work as a copyist. He at 
once united with Wesley Chapel, then under the pastorate of Dr. J. W. Weakley, 
and very few Sabbaths were there when it was possible for him to preach but 
that his services were earnestly desired in the pulpits of the Cincinnati or Cov- 
ington Churches The office work being very confining, as soon as possible he 
entered upon out-door work, and in 1867 he removed to near Madisonville, Ohio, 
where, on the 15th of October, 1867, he married Mary L., daughter of Lucius and 
Malinda Darling, who, with three daughters and two sons, survives him. 

His health gradually improving, and having a longing to return to the work 
of the ministry, when the opportunity was offered in 1871 of supplying as 
junior preacher New Vienna Circuit in this Conference, he gladly accepted it. 
In 1872 he was readmitted to the Cincinnati Conference, and his appointments 
were as follows: 1872, Old Town ; 1873-74, Sardinia; 1875-77, Butlerville; 
1878-80, New Boston; 1881-82, Miami; 1883—84, North Bend; 1885-87, 
Cheviot; 1888, New Carlisle. During these years he did faithful and effective 
work, work that will count not alone in time, but also in eternity. 

Brother Mahon was active in all the things in which he engaged, indus- 
trious in all. As a student, pastor, preacher, he was always in earnest. Above 
the average in his preaching, he loved nothing better than to tell the story of 
the Cross. No appointment was too hard; he never had an easy one. No 
person was too insignificant for his notice ; even the children knew him and 
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loved him. His home was his delight His companion and his children, next to 
his Lord and the Church, were very dear unto him. His friends could trust in 
him. To those of us who knew him and knew his nature, so cheerful, buoyant, 
generous, frank, how could we keep from loving him? His enemies had confi- 
dence in his Christian integrity. But the seeds ol disease that had been sown 
during his army life began to develop. Yet no one scarce suspected him to be 
a sick man, so willing, so ready, so anxious was he to do his King’s business. 
When he was sent to New Carlisle, he told the writer that he felt it would be 
his last charge, and his resolve was to do harder and more earnest work than 
ever, but it was not long until he had to take rest. Disease was fast telling 
upon him ; the body grew weaker and weaker, but the spirit within spurred it 
on. He visited the sick, stood in his pulpit and preached, engaged in the Sunday- 
school work, when he should have been in bed. He preached his last sermon 
June 9th, Children’s-day, then went home, tired, weary — 0 so weary ! The 
days passed on, days of pain and unrest, but days of peace and faith ; nights 
of weary suffering, but nights of communing with God. The great longing 
was for rest, rest. To a brother minister he said : “ 0, how I want to rest ! 
Why, when I get to heaven I want to rest for ten thousand years.” Yes, only 
to rest; and on Monday night, July 1, 1889, aged almost fifty three years, he 
was not for God had taken him into the land of everlasting rest.

Rev. A. W. Tibbits. 

Rev. Allen W. Tibbits was born near Forestville, Chautauqua County, 
N. Y., June 3, 1822. When about twelve years of age he moved into Penn- 
sylvania, and at the age of fourteen years he was happily converted, and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. At that time he was living with an irreligious 
uncle, who opposed his being religious. The night he was converted, fearing 
he would be prevented from attending the meeting, he went to the barn and did 
the feeding, and then ran all the way to the school-house where the meeting 
was being held, and ran to the mourner’s bench, and sought and found pardon 
of sin in Christ. He was faithful and conscientious in the performance of his 
religious duties, and actively devoted to Christ. He soon became impressed 
with the call of God to preach, and although feeling the great responsibility of 
the gospel ministry he gave himself up to the one work of preaching the “un- 
searchable riches of Christ” to perishing souls. He married Eliza Fisher, 
May 29, 1849. She shared with him the toils and trials of the itinerancy for 
nearly forty years, and mourns his decease. To them were born four chil- 
dren, all of whom died in infancy. He received license as a local preacher, 
July 17, 1844, by John J. Steadman, presiding elder of Jamestown District, 
Erie Conference. He was received into the Ohio Annual Conference in 1846, 
at Piqua, 0., and was ordained deacon by Bishop L. L. Hamline in 1848, and 
ordained elder in 1850 by Bishop Morris. His appointments in the Ohio Con- 
ference were Mt. Pleasant, Georgetown, Wilmington, New Lexington, and 
Jamestown. In the Cincinnati Conference they were Amelia, Madison ville, 
Venice, Monroe, Camden, Miamisburg, Red Lion and Springboro, Lewisburg, 
New Paris, Jamestown, King’s Creek, Mingo and Tabor, New Jasper, Martins- 
ville, Clarksville, and New Burlington. 

Brother Tibbits was an honored, effective, and useful Methodist preacher, 
true to the doctrines and usages of Methodism, and always enjoyed a deep per- 
sonal experience of the salvation of Christ in his own heart He began his 
ministry in the heroic age of Methodism in this country, in the days of large 
circuits, of the indispensable saddle-bags, bad roads, and traveling on horse- 
back. He did his full share of hard work on large circuits with small salaries, 
and did his work well, and for years was called the “ Prince of Circuit 
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Preachers” in his conference. He was a self-sacrificing laborer in the vine- 
yard of the Lord, and many thousands have been received by him into the 
Methodist Church. He preached in those days when it was not unusual for 
lawless characters to try to break up religious services and protracted meetings ; 
but his great strength enabled him to say with effect to those lawless charac- 
ters: “if you do n’t behave, I ’ll make you.” He had a heart that was as full 
of kindness to every one as his body was full of strength, and only on occasions 
which absolutely demanded such treatment did he, by his determined look and 
the shake of his great fist, compel the disturbers to surrender. 

He was an earnest advocate of the cause of temperance, with positive con- 
victions on the subject from early life. An incident is given of him in his early 
youth which aptly illustrates this fact. He and another young man heard of a 
gentlemen near Pittsburg who wanted a large amount of wood cut, and offered 
to pay better wages than was usual. The young men concluded to apply for 
the work, and received it. After cutting several cords, the man employing 
them came to where they were at work, and they inquired of him what he in- 
tended to do with so much wood. He told them he expected to use it in a 
brewery. They at once resolved to cut no more wood for any such unholy 
work, and they quit on the spot, and burned what they had already cut, that 
it might not be so used. From that day to the day of his death his attitude 
was one of intense opposition to the liquor-traffic. 

The following account of his temperance work was published in the May 
number of the Temple Star , of Boston, in 1886: “He signed the total ab- 

stinence pledge July 4, 1838. The first public address he ever made was a 
temperance speech in January in 1839. In 1841 he spoke in every school- 
house in the rural part of his native county, in the villages, and churches, and 
in the streets. In the no-license campaign he was with the no-license party; 
the result was that but one town in the county went for license, and that only 
by five votes. He joined the Sons of Temperance in 1845, and made hundreds 
of speeches for them. He was an active Good Templar, a member of the 
Reehabites and the Temperance Alliance, and at one time was an active mem- 
ber of seven different temperance organizations. He served three terms as 
Grand Worthy Templar of the Grand Temple of Ohio, and during that time 
he spoke in behalf of temperance in eighty out of the eighty-eight counties of 
the State, and spent more than one hundred dollars above his receipts each year.” 

He was a member both of the Masonic and Odd-fellow fraternities. 

In 1886 he took a superannuated relation to the conference, and moved to 
Jamestown, Ohio, where he tried to do something towards self-support; but 
this brought upon him a burden of care and anxiety which his enfeebled con- 
dition for some months before his death illy fitted him to bear ; yet his faith in 
Christ was unshaken, and his love for God’s cause and Church was constant 
and uninterrupted. He had the confidence and love of the membership of the 
Church at Jamestown, which will long remember his appropriate, earnest prayers 
at the close of the morning services. He was the friend and helper of the 
pastor. Rev. F. M. Clemans, who was his pastor for three years, says, during 
the three years he preached frequently, and often with great power. During 
the glorious work of grace which the Lord gave us the last year, he was espe- 
cially alive to every interest of the meeting, rejoicing when souls were con- 
verted, and happy in a personal experience. During the last Conference year 
he preached but twice. He filled the pulpit at Jamestown the first Sabbath 
after Conference. On Easter Sabbath, April 21st, he preached at Clarksville at 
the request of the pastor, Brother Cowgill. He was fearful of his undertaking 
to preach : but he desired once more to preach to old friends, and did so from 
1 Cor. i, 24 : “ Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of God.” This was 
his last sermon. He said, after coming home, that his preaching days were over. 

Sabbath, May 5th, was our quarterly-meeting at Jamestown, and his 
last Saobath in the services of the Church militant He assisted in the sacra- 
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mental services, in the distribution of the elements, and in dismissing several tables 
with words of faith and hope. He attended the love-feast in the afternoon, and 
spoke of the efforts of his life to keep a clean record and meet all his obligations. 

On Thursday morning, May 9, 1889, he arose from his bed as usual. Soon 
after, his wife was aroused by his heavy breathing, found him seated on a 
chair with his head leaning backward, his hands hanging at his side, and un- 
conscious, and in a few moments “he was not, for God took him.” Thus, 
after thirty-eight years in the active ministry, and nearly four years as a su- 
perannuate, he closed his labors on earth to enter the rest of heaven. The 
funeral took place from the Methodist Church in Jamestown, 0., on Sabbath, 
May 12th. The ministers present were Revs. A. N. Spahr, W. J. Baker, H. M. 
Keck, A. M. Griffith, and Rev Newhouse, of the Christian Church. The 
services were conducted by the pastor, J. S. Pumphrey, and the Very large at- 
tendance of the people testified the esteem in which the deceased was held by 
those who knew him. More than a thousand persons took a last look into the 
face of their old friend and former pastor. J. S. Pumphrey. 



Mrs. Anna M. Bennett. 

Anna Maria Shuey, daughter of Philip and Mary Shuey, and relict of 
Rev. Moses Gale Bennett, late of the Cincinnati Annual Conference, was 
born in Germantown. O., December 24, 1831, and died at her home in Day- 
ton, O., December 31, 1888. 

Her life was singularly pure, graceful, useful, and lovely. In 1849 she 
was converted, and at once united with the Church, of which, until her death, 
she continued a useful, exemplary member. 

July 9, 1850, she was married to Rev. M. G. Bennett, then a member of 
the Ohio Conference, and afterwards of the Cincinnati. For nearly eight years 
she shared with her husband in the toils and privileges of the itinerancy. All 
who knew her in that relation recognized her eminent fitness for that high and 
honored position. 

The first year after their marriage was spent on the Fletcher Circuit The 
next on the Addison charge. Brother Bennett’s health failing, he was for two 
years superannuated, residing for that time in Fletcher, Miami County. In 
1854 he was appointed to Red Lion Station. The next year he was reap- 
pointed to the same charge, Springboro being added. His health failed to 
bear him through the labors of the second year. The remainder of their mar- 
ried life was spent chiefly in Germantown, where, March 8, 1857, he passed 
in holy triumph to the eternal home of the saved. After these brief, happy 
years of wedded life, she was at one stroke bereft of her husband and an infant 
daughter of eight months. Both of them were committed to the same grave. 
On the morning on which he was supposed to be dying, and while his friends 
were weeping about him, and especially while his wife was embracing and ca- 
ressing him in the agony of her heart for the last time on earth, he aroused, say- 
ing : “The angels, 0 the angels!” He frequently repeated these words, mingled 
with praises to God. His wife then told him that their dear little Mary had, a 
few hours before, entered her heavenly home. This was the first time her death 
had been named to him. He immediately replied : “ 0 yes, I saw her, and I 
will soon be there.” Calmly and bravely Sister Bennett endured the heavy 
grief, upheld by the everlasting arms of love. Three daughters were born to 
them, two of whom survive. 

In 1869 Sister Bennett removed to Dayton, and united with Grace Church, 
in which, for twenty years, her fellow-members and her pastors held her in 
highest esteem and affection. Her death resulted from heart-failure. She 
had recently had several sharp attacks of suffocation, from which, however, she 
quickly rallied. On the day of her death, as she was about retiring, she was 
suddenly seized with suffocation. To her sister, who sat on the bedside sup- 
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porting her, she said : “ I must go now. This is the last time. Praise the 
Lord.” Her head reclined. Her breath ceased. She was not, for God 
took her.

Mrs. Mary A. Bontecou. 

Miss Mary A. Goode was born near Waynesville, 0., July 10, 1807, and 
died at the home of her niece, Miss Mary Goode, three miles south of Xenia, 
0., August 17, 1889. Although “in age and feebleness extreme,” her death 
was unexpected at the time. 

In her girlhood days she was converted, and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church ; remained a sincere, consistent Christian to the end. In the 
year 1849 she was united in marriage to Rev. J. C. Bontecou, of the Cincinnati 
Conference, and for twenty-six years was the faithful, devoted wife of an itin- 
erant minister. She was happy in the itinerant life, going cheerfully wherever 
sent by the authorities of the Conference. Among their appointments were 
Oxford, Greenfield, Pearl and York Streets (Cincinnati), North Bend, Madi- 
sonville, Walnut Hills, and Fletcher Circuit. 

Sister Bontecou was true to every interest of the Church, and, though timid 
and often in feeble health, was faithful in the performance of every religious duty. 
In disposition she was unassuming, kind, and unselfish. In the home-life her 
clear judgment and judicious management were very manifest. Her kindness 
of heart and unselfish conduct endeared her to her husband, his children, and 
all who knew her. 

The fourteen years of her widowhood were spent in comparative isolation. 
Partial deafness made it difficult to have any conversation with her, but in 
these years of loneliness she found great comfort and companionship in the Word 
of God ; and when everything else failed to cheer and comfort, it was very evi- 
dent that through this reading of the Word “the Spirit itself” bore “witness 
with her spirit that she was a child of God,” and she had bright anticipations 
of her heavenlv home and a happy reunion with the friends that had gone before.

Such was the nature of her illness, in its rapid progress and brief duration, 
that she could leave but little testimony of the state of her mind in her last 
hours; but, what is better, she left the testimony of her life in its even tenor 
and conscientious devotion to the cause of her Divine Master. A good woman 
has gone to her reward.

Historic Notes. — First Society (of five members) organized in New York, 
by Philip Embury, a local preacher, October, 1766. First church edifice (John 
Street, New York,) dedicated October 80, 1768. First intinerant preachers, 
Richard Boardman and Joseph Pilmoor, sent by Mr. Wesley, from England, 
1769 — the former stationed in New York, the latter in Philadelphia. First 
Conference held in Philadelphia in 1773. First Delegated General Conference 
held in New York in 1812. First Bishops, Thos. Coke. LL. D., and Francis 
Asbury, ordained in 1784. First Sunday-school organized in 1786 in Hanover 
Countv, Va., bv Bishop A^burv. The next General Conference meets in Omaha, 
Neb., May, 1892. 
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
